Canadian Pacific President Outlining Railway Policy Says it 


Would Relieve Taxpayers of Intolerable Burden

Canadian Pacific should be seps | 
arated from its railway and ancil- 
lary enterprises, and that the 
Government should acquire the 
yailway properties of the Com- 
pany, guarantee a certain fixed 

return to its shareholders, and, 

having acquired the G.T.P., Trans 
Continental, Canadian Northern, 
and Intercolonial Railw ays, should 
enter into a contract with the 

Canadian Pacific to administer 
ana operate the property on ac- 
count of the people of Canada, At 
that time Lord Shaughnessy point- 
ed to the dangers of the public 
ownership and political manage- 
ment, 

if Lord Shaughnessy’s plan had 
been accepted, many hundreds of 
millions of dollars would have 
been saved to Canada, 

In 1925 the Senate of Canada 
made a very thorough investiga- 
tion of the Railway situation, and 
after a most comprehensive re- 
port, strongly recommended the 
merging of the two railway sys- 
tems for operation and administra- 
tion by the Canadian Pacifie Rail- 
way. . “May I suggest to you 
again,” Mr, Beatty emphasized, 
“that if the Senate’s report had 
been acted upon, several hundred 
million dollars would have been 
saved to this country.” 

In dealing with the report of 
the Duff Commission, Mr. Beatty 
said that “the conclusion is ines- 
capable; that the Commission’s 
recommendations were, in part at 
least, based upon their own estim- 
ate of Canadian public sentiment 

vards the important question of 
P ownership, competition,and 
of railway monopoly.” 

This was unfortunate, and he 
suggested that if the assumed 
political expediency of any plan 
was to be the test of its adop- 
tion, the creation of a Royal Com- 
mission would not have been ne- 
cessary. The work of the’ Com- 
mission was important, but it did 
not provide any adequate solu- 
tion, or ground for much hope to 
the sadly burdened Canadian tax- 
payers, The Commission’s cl 
recommendation was the continu- 
ance of competition, qualified by 
co-operation, and enforcible by 
compulsory arbitration. The Cana- 
dian Pacific was willing to co- 
operate, but was not willing to 
rest its future in the hands of an 
arbitral tribunal, on which it 
would only have a minority rep- 
resentation, and which could not 
be responsible for the financial 
consequences of its decisions, The 
Canadian Pacifie insofar as rates 
were concerned was regulated by 
the Board of Railway Commis- 
sioners, and it could not in justice 
to its security holders agree to 


of 


any legislation which would take 
from them the right to protect 
their investment. “We regard 


this,” he said, “as a species of 
confiscation which no Government 
can justify, and which nothing in 
the company’s history warrants.”

“Can we afford,” Mr, Beatty 
asked, “to view such a situation 


with equanimity, or can we rea- 
sonably and definitely ask for 
some relief? Can we regard the 
question impeisonally, and, be-’. 
cause the figures of the country’s 
railway losses are so large as to 
be almost astronomical, can we 
afford to he indifferent when, 
based upon the average for the 
past three years, we lose $162.00 
every minute of time?”

Within a few days Parliament will re-assemble at Ottawa ‘after a long 
Christmas and New Year adjournment, and almost simultaneously the Legis- 
latures o?.all the Western Provinces will meet in annual sess‘on, In view of 
conditions at present prevailing, people will manifest a deeper interest in 
the proceedings of their elected representatives than is usually the case. 
When times are prosperous and everybody busy, peoplé are inclined to take 
their Parliament and Legislatures very much for granted, but, with the times 
temporarily out of joint, people not only take a greater interest in public 
affairs, but adopt a much more critical attitude. 

At the very time this more critical attitude develops, and when many | 


people are inclined to demand and expect the impossible of their public men, | 


the very conditions which develop this attitude of mind also create prob- 
lems extremely difficult of solution, notwithstanding the best intentions and 
keenest desire on the part of*members of Parliament and Legislatures to | 


sincerely grapple with and solve them. In their impatience for definite and | 


immediate results, many people adopt a most unfair attitude towards those 
in whom the nation has reposed its confidence and who, like the masses of 
the people, are anxious to do the best they can to overcome existing diffi- | 
culties and right existing wrongs. 

True, public men differ in their views as to what should be done, but in 


this they merely reflect the general public, and in these times it {s almost | 
impossible to find any two neighbors actually agreeing upon policies and | 


methods that should be adopted. True, too, public men in their endeavors to 
find solutions make mistakes, but in this they are not one whit different 
from the average man who today may be vigorously criticizing and con- 


| 
demning legislators for their mistakes. Because of the very magnitude and | 
complexity of the problems now confronting the country, and many of which | 


cannot be solved by any one Province or nation, but only through united 


action by all nations, men occupying representative and responsible positions | 


are deserving of sympathy, consideration, co-operation and support. 

When Parliament meets it will have the Duff Commission report on the 
railway problem to deal with. In striving to reach a solution of this large 
and intricate problem, some things will, no doubt, have to be done which will 
not be pleasing to this interest, or class, or community. Any solution will 
involve inconveniences and sacrifices, and if each such interest, class or 
community adopts a purely selfish attitude and emphasizes its own particu- 
lar rights and privileges to the extent of ignoring the benefits to be con- 
ferred upon the whole country, then there can be little hope of any solution 
being reached.

To these matters our legislators, irrespective of party affiliations, 
may, we believe, be trusted to bring their best judgment in really sincere 
efforts to find the very best policies and put them into effect. 

Irrespective of what is done, or not done, there will, of course, be some 
dissatisfied people. Possibly, everybody will be more or

Canada’s Position In 1932 


Dominion Retains Leadership In the 
Export Of Wheat 

In the year 1932, Canada retain- 
ed leadership in the export of wheat, 
newsprint paper and asbestos; held 
third place in the export of wheat 
flour, fourth in the export of auto- 
mobiles and wood pulp, and fifth in 
the export of rubber tires. In the pro- 
duction of newsprint, nickel and as- 
bestos the Dominion led the world and 
was second in the output of gold, 
platinum and cobalt; third in wheat 
and zinc, and fourth in automobiles, 
copper and lead. 

Export clearances of wheat from 
August 1 to December 23, 1932, to- 
talled 116,852,180 bushels as com- 
pared to 66,360,801 bushels in the cor- 
responding twenty-one weeks of 1931. 
Of the 1932 clearances, 91 per cent. 
passed through Canadian ports as 
compared to only 80 per cent. in the 
similar period of the previous year.

Strange Strain Of Cattle 
Native To Philippines Cannot Live 
Without Salt Water 

From the Philippines, 
States Protectorate in the Pacific 


Ocean comes word of a strange 
strain of cattle which cannot live

Dr. Emilio Sanson, supervising vet- 
erinarian of the Philippine Bureau of 
Animal Husbandry for the district of 
Zamboanga, has submitted the first 
formal report on the extraordinary 
salt-water cattle of the Suiu Islands. 

The animals require brackish or 
even sea water to survive and have 
long been a puzzle to scientists. A 
series of experiments was conducted 
in which it was established that these 
cattle, if removed fro the salty 
marshes of Sibutu, near Jolo, and 
put upon fresh water and normal 
pasturage, die within a short space 
of time. 

Fresh water is not obtainable on 
the small islands to which they are 
indigenous, and it is the belief of Dr. 
Sanson that they offer an interesting 
study in natural accommodation to 
prevailing conditions. Converse ex- 
periments were conducted and cattle, 
carabao, horses and goats taken to 
these islands. They are reported to 
have accommodated themselves quick- 
ly to salt water and the prevailing 
pasturage and eventually to have 
thriven. So far, however, all.attempts 
to transplant the truly native stock 
to other and presumably more favor- 
able conditions have resulted in fail- 
ure, 

The meat of the salt-water cattle 
is darker in color than that of fresh- 
water varieties and ig not easily sus- 
ceptible to refrigeration, The commer- 
cial market is restricted to the Sulu 
group, but the Bureau of Animal 
| Husbandry hopes eventually to estab- 
| lish some type of refrigerating sta- 
tion near the islands so that it can 
| be put on the Manila market.

English Dairymen May Import, It As| 


Feed For Calves 

Sale of alfalfa meal and alfalfa 
hay have never been extensive in the 
West of England, but increasn’g in- 
terest is being shofvn in both these 
products recently. In view of the fact 
that in the West of England and 
South Wales clover mixture is solely 


in demand as a feeding stuff, alfalfa | 
hay not being favored, it is interest- ; 
ing to learn that the Gloucestershire 


Milk Recording Society have been 


conducting experiments with alfalfa ; 


hay as a feed for calves, and they 
are of the opinion that it may in- 
crease the butter fat content and im- 
prove the color of the milk, There is 
a possibility that if this becomes 
popular they may import alfalfa hay. 
California alfalfa meal is quite out of 
the market owing to the adverse ex- 
change situation. South African meal, 
however, is not affected and it is 
said to be of a deeper green color 
than that from Canada and is, there- 
fore, well liked, Last year there were 
certain imports from Canada which 
have been apparently quite satisfac- 
tory.

If properly fed a young pig will 
increase its weight one hundred times 
,in six months, or from about two 
pounds at birth to about two hundred 
pounds at six months old. To produce 
| this very rapid growth all the neces- 
‘sary elements, including minerals, 
‘must be provided. If minerals are 
| lacking in the ration, the pigs be- 
come unthrifty in condition, and 
| growth is much slower. Spring pigs 
| secure the necessary minerals large- 
ly from pastures and from eating the 
| freshly rooted soil. Minerals from 
| these sources are not available for 
fall litters, which are fed mainly in 
dry lots and pens, and an adequate 
mineral ration should be provided. - 
A simple mineral mixture, which 
has been used successfully for a num- 
ber of years at the Dominion Experi- 
mental Station, Lacombe, Alberta, 
consists of 76 pounds of slack ooal, 
20 pounds of salt, 3 pounds of air- 
slacked lime or ground limestone, and 
one pound of sulphur.

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INew Photogeaphic Telescope In 
California Will Bring Planets 
Into Close Range Of Vision 


-_—_—— 


The moon and some of the planets 
will be brought theoretically to with- 
in 25 miles of the earth by the new 
200-inch photographic telescope at 
the California Institute of Technology 
at Pasadena, California, according to 
Dr. Frederick C. Leonard, head of 
the department of astronomy. 

It may be possible to distinguish 
objects 30 feet apart on the moon's 
surface by employing a magnifica- 
tion of 10,000 diameters in the giant 
telescope. Ordinarily much smaller 
magnification is used because of at- 
mospheric conditions. However, with 
proper atmospheric surroundings the 
greater reflection range would en- 
able astronomers to view the moon 
and other heavenly bodies at ex- 
tremely close range. 

This telescope is designed to col- 
lect and photograph in a unique man- 
ner a vast field of heavenly bodies. 
However, the machine can be adapted 
for direct observation. 

Mount Wilson Observatory, where 
the 100-inch telescope is located, now 
the world’s largest, is just a few 
miles from the California Institute 
of Technology. The institute and 
the observatory collaborate on as- 
tronomy research and findings. 

Dr. Leonard pointed out that esti- 
mates have revealed that there are 
in the neighborhood of 560,000,000 
stars brighter than the nineteenth 
magnitude, which is the visual field 
limit of the 100-inch telescope. Al- 
though no estimate has been at- 
tempted as to the possible scope of 
the 200-inch instrument, Dr. Leonard 
declared that probably a billion and 


|a half stars would come within its 


range. Hence the giant telescope 
will reveal about as many stars as 
there are people on the earth. The 
photographic lens makes possible the 
recording of a far greater number of 
the heavenly bodies than can be de- 
tected with the naked eye, to which 
only about 6,000 stars are visible, Dr. 
Leonard said. 

A telescope is designed to collect 
light and not to magnify, as is con 
monly supposed by the layman ,the 
scientist explained. It can be ccm- 
pared to a funnel, collecting light 
and concentrating the rays in a small 
beam to: bein turn directed to the 
eye of the observer or to the photo 
graphic plate. In fact, making stars 
appear nearer and Jarger is a second- 
ary purpose, Dr. Leonard expla'ned. 

Should a stay suddenly be destroy- 
ed and cease to give off light rays 
it would be millions of years before 
the planet would be invisible to peo- 
ple on earth. This is due to the fact 
that light rays now leaving the stars 
will not reach the earth for ages to 
come, 

In describing telescopes, Dr. Leon- 
ard explained that there are just two 
principal types—refracting and re- 
flectors. The refracting telescope is 


‘similar to opera glasses, and is com-

office or factory to another, filling out , 


application forms, but after repeated- 
ly being turned down they give up 
looking for work altogether and even 


refuse to take any interest in rumors } 


or reports that jobs are vacant. 
Numerous cases have been report- 
ed in which unemployed men have 
taken to their beds, having so far 
sunk into apathy that they lack the 
energy to get up. Still others spend 
their days sitting in a chair, vacantly 
gazing into space. Hundreds of thou- 


sands of men throughout Germany, it |

He had been forced down by 
a crippled oil pipe line. The machine 
will be repaired and flown out on 
Monday, January 16, with Home-Hay 
at the controls.

Immigration Population 


Total Number In Canada Given As 
2,307,525 

Canada’s total immigration popu- 
lation, according to the last census, 
was 2,307,525, declared a statement 
issued by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics recently. 

More than 32 per cent, entered 
Canada in the 10-year period be- 
tween 1921 and 1931 and about 29 per 
cent. in the previous decade, while 
nearly 39 per cent. of those living 
at the date of the 1931 census and 
resident in Canada reported a year of 
immigration prior to 1911. 

The statement adds that 255,662 of 
all the immigrants reported at the 
last census were in Canada for 30 


| years or more and that less than 50 


per cent. of all immigrants resident 
in the Dominion at the last census 
were of alien birth, the balance, ex- 


| clusive of 731 born at sea, being 
| made up of 1,138,942 born in the Bri- 


tish Isles, and 45,157 born in British 
possessions.

They may 
be amenable to argument at times, 
but the production of figures seems 
to have little effect upon the modern 
mind, no matter what sort of a story 
they tell.

Better Outlook 
Some Easing Of Pressure Which Is 
Forctug Wheat Prices Dowaward 

Some easing of the pressure which 
is forcing wheat prices downward 
may result by the end of the pres- 
ent crop year, said George W. Rob- 
ertson, secretary of the Saskatch- 
ewan wheat Pool, in addressing the 
Regina Rotary Club recently. 

World wheat stocks had been re- 
duced only about 40,000,000 bushels 
in the course of the 1981-32 crop 
year, he said, and had been more 
than 50 per cent. above what had 
come to be regarded as normal at the 
close of the year, 

In round figures stocks at that 
time had been_still in excess of 800,- 
000,000 bushels, and until these had 
been reduced to below 600,000,000 
bushels, the word “surplus” would 
continue to describe the world wheat 
situation from a statistical point of 
view. The excess had been concen- 
trated entirely in United States and 
Canada. 

In conclusion Mr. Robertson said 
that there was a possibility of the 
Argentine crop proving of poor qual- 
ity, and also that the Orient would 
absorb @ larger quantity than usual 


| of low grade wheat, particularly from 


Australia. 


To Overcome Stuttering 


University Student Develops Use Of 
Left Hand To Remedy Speech 
Defect 

David St Clair, Minneapolis, recent 
winner of a Rhodes scholarship, is 
left-handed now but he doesn’t stut- 
ter, 

St. Clair entered the speech clinic 
of the University of Minnesota strug- 
sling with stuttering and it was 
found necessary to have him revert 
to the use of the left hand before 
the speech difficulty could be over- 
come, 

“The theory we used,” Dr, Bryn- 
Selson, director, said, “is that re- 
Organization of control in the two 
brain hemispheres might be brought 
about through the use of the other 
hand. In this case we succeeded. 

“The physiological explanation is 
that one of the brain hemispheres is 
dominant, with the right hemisphere 
controlling the left side of the body 
and the left hemisphere, the other. 
When one side is dominant and the 
other side is called upon for nerve 
control, the two forces, clash when 
they become about equal in strength, 

“Our diagnosis was correct in this 
case, and after he started using his 
left hand primarily, he corrected: his 
stuttering.” 

St. Clair will go to Oxford Univer- 
sity, England. He is a student of geo- 
logy and mining.

New Airplane Nearly 
Ready For Delivery 


Prince Of Wales’ Machine Will Carry 
Twelyo Passengers 

The Prince of Wales’ new aero- 
| plane, & powerful twin-engined high 
performance monoplans, is expected 
to be ready for flight early this year. 
The prince’s private aerodrome at 
Smith's Lawn, in Windsor Great 
Park, has no hangar accommodation 
for a machine of this size, and, to- 
gether with the light aeroplane 
which the prince has used for the last 
year or so, it will be housed at Hen- 
don aerodrome. 

Like the prince’s other aeroplanes, 
the new machine will be finished in 
scarlet and blue, making it easily 
recognizable in the air. Normally the 
big saloon cabin will be furnished 
for the transport of not more than 
six passengers, though there is room 
for 12 if necessary. 

This means that the prince will 
be able to travel with all of his lug- 
gage and members of his entourage 
in the same aeroplane, eliminating 
the need for his personal staff to 
fly in other craft when urgency goes 
with the prince's own partiality for 
air travel to oblige use of the air 
way. The pilots’ cockpit forward will 
be equipped with fuil dual control, 
and the prince, one of the world’s 
keenest private aeroplane owners and 
a good pilot himself, may confidently 
be expected to spend much of his 
time aloft in one of the pilot’s seats, 


Men and Machines 


More Figures Which Show Great 
Difference In Production 

In ancient Rome, it took one shoe- 
maker 5% days to make a pair of 
shoes. Today, in a modern shoe fac- 
tory, one man produces in the same 
time, 82 pairs of shoes. 

Five thousand years ago a brick- 
maker produced in a 10-hour day, not 
more than 450 bricks, One man to- 
day, working in a brick factory, can 
produce 400,000 bricks, 

A century ago one man produced 
25 tons of pig iron a year, and 800 
tons of iron ore. In 1929 in the Mes- 
sab! range of Minnesota, the produc- 
tion of iron ore per man per year 
was 20,000 tons, 

One man today produces more elec- 
tric light globes in an hour than one 
man could produce in 9,000 hours in 
1914. In four days, one man tending 
one machine could supply the entire 
Canadian import of electric light 
globes, 

One hundred men, working in a 
modern brick factory, could supply 
all the bricks needed in the United 
States. No other brick factories, no 
other men to make bricks, would be 
necessary. 

A modern steel rolling mill in full 
operation runs with almost no contin- 
uous attention, and requires only a 
handful of men.

153,049 Persons 
Holders of the Legion of Honor 
now number 153,049, according to 
statistics just published in Paris, This 
number includes thousands of for- 
eigners who have been awarded the 
coveted decoration which all French- 
men aspire to gain, The chevallers 
number 125,150, the officers 21,218, 
and the commanders 3,145. Holders 

of the Grand Cross total only 78, 
Large numbers of men, formerly

To British Taxpayers 


Over Million Pounds Handed Back 
Yearly In Revenues 

The Crown of Britain is the cheap- 
est monarchy in the world. 

The taxpayers actually make a pre- 
fit of £740,000 out of the financial re- 
lations between the king and the 
state, for, though the king draws a 
nominal salary of £470,000, he volun- 
tarily relinquishes every year £1,210,- 
000 in revenues from the crown lands, 

The king’s real salary is £110,000 
a year, The rest of the civil lst 
total is earmarked for salaries, ex- 
penses, and upkeep of the royal 
households and palaces; £18,200 ts 
spent every year on royal bounty and 
alms, apart from personal donations 
of the king and queen. 

Only two of the royal residences, 
Sandringham and Balmoral, are the 
king’s private property.
